Few 
Virginians vvcrc better skilled in the use 
of the woodsman's ax, the saw, and the 
plow. Few men started earlier in life 
earning their living, and few continued 
the habit of work so long. Circumstanc- 
es made George Washington the brilliant . 
commander and the president, but it was 
his own bands and the muscles-back of 
them that laid the foundation for his per- 
sonal fortunes as measured in acres, 
health and physical strength. 


Between wars and battles he worked. 


"It kept Washington young and strong, 
both mentally and physical!}'," points out 
Lodge. "As with his body so with his 
mind. He never rusted. A practical car- 
penter and smith, he 'brought the; same 
quiet intelligence and firm will "to the 
forging of iron or the felling and sawing 
of trees that he displayed in fighting." 
Public affairs took up inuch of Washing- 
ton's time and attention. But even in 
army camp, legislative hall, or executive 
mansion. Washington's brain and brawn 
cooperated in the service of his country, 
just as .they did later on, when, having 
left the presidency, h'e again became the 
private.citizen, the farmer of Ml. Vernon. 


His last years of life witnessed the con- 


tinuation of his habit of toil, menially 
and physically. Just a few days before bis 
death "he mounted bis horse and rode off 
for his usual round of duties * * " The 
next morning snow was still falling so 
that be did not ride, and he complained 
of a slight sore throat, but, nevertheless, 
went out in the afternoon to mark some 
trees that were to be cut." That was his 
last workday. It was the end of a work- 
ingman's life, a life which recognized the 
fact that there are but few sources of 
real happiness, and that one of the great- 
est of these is work, mental or physical, 
or both. /

What manner of folk are the Mexicans? 
Whatever one's views on the wisest political 


course toward Mexico, it will help in a thorough 
understanding of that country to examine the 
rich history, the ancient civilization, the pre- 
historic remains, to be found among our south- 
ern neighbors. 


Of the sixteen million inhabitants, two-fifths 


claim direct descent from ancient tribes or fam- 
ilies which are accepted as. the basis of .Mexi- 
can history, two-fifths arc of mixed native and 
foreign blood, the remainder being classed un- 
der the common appellation of "foreign." 


Throughout much of the country, and often 


within short distances of railroad", are rem-

part of America cooperative retail 
and wholesale stores are springing 
into existence as weapons against 
the profiteer. 


There are 80 retail cooperative 


stores in Illinois. Most of lhe.se are 
under the direction of the Oillespic 
Cooperative Society. 


North Dakota has 50 cooperative 


stores, operating as an auxiliary of 
the Non-Partisan League, but dis- 
tinct from it. These stores at first 
were boycotted by jobbers. They 
found a wholesaler in Duluth who 
would sell to them because they 
could give him more business than 
all his other customers. 


"The 
American 
cooperative 


movement began largely, as a result 
of the-climbing living cost." said 
Duncan McDonald- president of the 
'Illinois State Federation of Labor, 
"There seems no other way out ol 
the dilemma of high prices." 


Cooperative stores first were 


started in mining towns, says Mc- 
Donald, who thinks that was be- 
cause miners were more thorough- 
ly exploited by merchants and em- 
ployers than other workers. 


"It is difficult to

the 


volume of cooperative business in 
the United States." McDonald said.
